To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Voted, that the Town Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1927, and to issue a note or notes therefor pay- 
able within one year, any debt or debts incurred under this vote 
to be paid from revenue of said financial year. Voted unanimous 
quorum being present. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape & Vineyard Electric Com- 
pany to light the streets for the coming year or take any other 
action thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized and that before entering 
into a contract the Selectmen investigate the contracts of other 
towns with the Company. 
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Artiele 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which are 
“pending or may arise against the town and to fix a definite 
amount which may be used by the board for the purpose or take 
any other action thereon.

To raise such sums of money as may be needed 
to defray the town’s expenses for the calendar year, viz: High- 
ways, curbings, dust laying material, railings, bridges, snow, 
clearing curves, schools, school supplies, transportation, repairs 
of public buildings, bonds and notes, parks, fire department, 
board of health, interest, poor department, street lights, salaries, 
libraries, trees, caterpillars, gypsy and brown tail moths, mis- 
cellaneous, state aid, soldiers’ relief, elm leaf beetle, inland fish- 
eries, Memorial Day, printing and stationery, regulating autos, 
wells and any others that may be needed. 

See Appropriations. 

Article 8. To see what method the town will adopt respect- 
ing the collecting of taxes, and to fix the compensation for the 
services of the Collector, or act thereon. 

Voted, that October 1st be the date established when taxes 
shall be due, that interest at the rate of 6% per annum be 
charged from said date on unpaid taxes; that this year and in 
the future a definite amount be designated as the compensation 
of the tax collector; and that this year the amount be $2000.

To see if the town will vote to widen, improve 
and light Sippewissett road (or street), commencing at Gifford’s 
Corner and running to Quissett Harbor Road; and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) for the 
same; the same to be raised by tax levy or by notes or bonds of 
the town issued in legal form therefor, or take any other action 
in this matter.

On petition of W. W. Phinney and 
others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $15,000 to be placed in hands 
of Dept. of Public Works, no part to be expended unless the 
State makes an appropriation of $60,000. Affirmative 186, nega- 
tive 130. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500.00 to resurface the street on the east 
side of Worcester Park from Grand Avenue north. On petition 
of Henry W. L. Fox and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $1000 for that purpose. 

Article 13. To see if the town will vote to harden the road 
known as the Old Barnstable Road for a distance of three hun- 
dred yards, extending easterly from the residence of Manuel 
Couto Moto to the top of the hill towards the Falmouth Cran- 
berry Company bog, and raise by taxation and appropriate 
$2,000 therefor, tarvia or other bituminous material to be used. 
On petition of Howard Swift and others. 

Indefinitely postponed. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1500 to harden with bituminous mixed asphalt, 
Pequosette Avenue located in North Falmouth. On petition of 

‘George E. F. Donkin and others. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to harden with 
stone or some other suitable material Glendon Street, Woods 
Hole, from the County Road to and past the house of R. Smith, 
a distance of about 900 feet. On petition of George G. Ferris 
and others. 

Voted, that the Highway Surveyor make such repairs that 
are necessary. 

Article 16. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of laying six inch water main to 
and through the tract of land between the town road and Great 
Pond in Teaticket, an approximate distance of 10,000 feet, the 
estimated cost being $25,000; to be raised by tax levy, water 
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revenue or by notes-or bonds of the town issued in’ legal’ form 
therefor; or act anything else in this matter. (An annual in- 
come of 9 per cent on the cost is guaranteed.) 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to harden with 
bituminous mixed asphalt or some other suitable material Mara- 
vista Avenue, from Menauhant Road, so called, to the County 
Road in Teaticket, and raise and appropriate the sum of $8,000 
for the same. On petition of George A. Medbery and others. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to harden with asphalt, or some other 
suitable material, Fairmont Avenue, Falmouth Heights. On 
petition of Charles 8. Baker and others. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 19. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings of 
the Selectmen in laying out a town road from the westerly end of 
the present Town Road near the house of Phillip Wardner, North 
Falmouth, to the North and West Falmouth Shore Road, a dis- 
tance of about 3100 feet, and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1500°to work the same. On petition of the Selectmen. 

Voted, to refer the above to the Planning Board and the 
Selectmen be requested to bring same before the next town meet- 
ing. 

Article 20. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $14,000 for the purpose of purchasing a 1000 gallon 
pumping engine for Fire Department, recommended by the New 
England Insurance Exchange, or take any other action thereon. 
On petition of Fire Department in behalf of summer residents of 
Woods Hole known as the Woods Hole Protective Association. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $14,000. and that 
the $9385 refund from State Income Tax and now in hands of 
treasurer be applied for this purpose. 

Article 21. To see if the town will authorize the purchase 
of an automobile for the use of the Building Inspector and Fire 
Chief and raise and appropriate the sum of $1200 for the same or 
‘act anything else on the matter. The automobile to be main- 
tained by the Fire Department and will relieve the present build- 
vse inspector from being required to furnish his own ear to de 
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the work required of him. By request of the Building Inspector. 

Voted, that the town authorize the Board of Engineers to 
maintain and care for the automobile furnished by the Fire 
Chief, out of the Fire Department maintenance of apparatus. 

Article 22. To see if the town will vote to build a new Cen- 
tral Fire Station in accordance with the plans and specifications 
submitted to the town by the committee appointed by the town 
last year for this purpose and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$40,000 of which amount $5,000 is to be raised and appropriated 
this year and the balance to be raised by serial notes or bonds 
of the town issued in legal form therefor, or take any other ac- 
tion on this matter under this article. Recommendation of the 
Committee on New Fire Station. On petition of C. L. Hubbard, 
Chairman of Comimittee. 

Voted, 66 in the affirmative and 406 in the negative and the 
motion did not prevail. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $1,500 to pay for the archi- 
tect’s plans on the above article. 

Article 23. To see if the town will vote to install 3 electric 
lights on the State Highway, one on the corner of Glendon Road 
and two further west, and make appropriation therefor. On 
petition of Harry W. Handy and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $56.40 for the above. 

Article 24. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2500.00 to seal coat Bourne Avenue, Silver Beach 
Avenue, Arlington and Forest Avenues, Hayway Road and 
Locustfield Road and Grand Avenue. On petition of the High- 
way Surveyor. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $2500 for the above. 

Article 25. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2000.00 to harden the sidewalks through the center 
of the Town of Falmouth where there is no hardened surface 


now, or take any other action therefor. On petition of the High- 
way Surveyor. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 26. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2000.00 to put a 2 inch hardened top on the road at 
Fresh Pond that was laid this year. On petition of the Highway

Article 41. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000.00 to widen, straighten and resurface 
the section of Beach Road between the State Highway in Woods 
Hole to the residence of E. N. Fenno in Quissett. On petition of 
Sidney W. Lawrence and others. 

Voted, to be referred to the next town meeting. 

Article 42. To see if the town will vote to raise and reap- 
propriate the sum of $358.76; this sum being unexpended bal- 
ance on the Meadow Neck Road; said sum needed to finish road 
as originally intended. On petition of Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, that $358.76 be taken from Treasurer’s balance for 
above purpose. 

Article 43. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 for the purpose of paying the additional expense of con- 
structing a standpipe at Woods Hole of an improved and better 
type than the type of said standpipe covered by the votes and 
appropriation made at the Town meeting in 1926, this additional 
appropriation to be taken from the unexpended balances left 
from the water main extension appropriations and bond issues 
in 1926, and to be used together with the unexpended appropri- 
ations for standpipe made in 1926; or act anything else or make 
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any other appropriations or arrangements in this matter. Peti- 
tion of Water Commissioners. 

Voted, that $15,000 be taken from unexpended balance in 
hands of water department for purposes of article. 

Article 44. That the sum of $1,200.00 be raised and appro- 
priated for the purpose of paying for the installation of a Ven- 
tura Meter to be used in connection with the new pump installed 
in 1926, or take any other action in this matter. Petition of 
Water Commissioners. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 45. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of laying a water main from 
the State road in North Falmouth to and through the various 
roads and ways in Silver Beach, including the acquiring of ease- 
ments or other necessary rights, the estimated cost being $40,- 
000.00, to be raised by tax levy, water revenue, or by bonds or 
notes of the town issued in legal form therefor; or act anything 
else in this matter. (An annual income of 9 per cent being guar- 
anteed). Petition of Water Commissioners. 

Voted, the sum of $40,000 be raised and appropriated’ for 
laying a water main not less than six inches in diameter from 
the State Road in North Falmouth to and through the roads and | 
ways in Silver Beach, including the acquiring of easements or 
other necessary rights, said sum to be raised by the notes or 
bonds of the town issued in legal form therefor and to be pay- 
able $3000 annually for 10 years beginning one year from their 
date and payable $2000 annually thereafter for 5 years, said 
notes or bonds to bear intérest at such rate as may be determined 
by the Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen. 

A quorum being present 250 voted affirmative, 0 negative. 

Artiele 46. To see if the town will vote to pay C. F. Dahl- 
borg a fair and proper amount for his water plant at Silver 
Beach, and raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor ; in the 
event that the town water system is extended to and through 
Silver Beach. On petition of F. R. Johnson and fourteen others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $4000 to be placed 
in the hands of the Water Commissioners to be used by them for

In the above financial statement you will notice a much 
larger amount of outstanding taxes than has appeared at the end 
of any previous year. This is caused by the financial difficulties 
in which over three hundred of our taxpayers find themselves. 
With our farmers, laborers and mechanics it is due to poor crops 
and unemployment. With our non-resident taxpayers it is due 
to unwise investments in real estate developments. Many have 
purchased land at very high prices, made small deposits on same 
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and given mortgages back for a large balance of the purchase 
price and now find themselves unable to meet interest and taxes. 

The, so-called, ‘‘BOOM”’ has been detrimental to Falmouth 
and it will take several years to recover from its effects. At our 
coming Town Meeting we should carefully consider the present 
conditions and appropriate only such amounts as are absolutely 
necessary to safely conduct the several departments of our town, 
and thereby try to lighten the heavy tax burden which is upon 
our people. 

During the seventeen years that I have served as your Col- 
lector of Taxes I have never seen conditions as they are today, 
please don’t think that I am a pessimist, as I am far from being 
such, I am simply giving you a true statement of facts. 

Tax bills were mailed from my office on September 8, 1927 
and it is absolutely impossible to collect the full amount of the 
tax levy in three and one half months unless, within two months 
from the date tax bills are mailed, property is advertised and 
sold for non-payment of taxes. This procedure as it appears to 
me would be very unjust and I am sure you will agree that to 
sell property and turn our people out into the street in the middle 
of winter is not the policy our town should adopt. 

Under the existing conditions I trust that you will approve 
of my action in giving an extension of time to those who find 
themselves unable to pay at present.

The road machines were in such poor condition last year it 
seemed advisable to replace some of them; this was done with a 
one-man power grader which has proved very satisfactory for 
both construction and maintenance of the town highways. 

The sand and asphalt plant is worn so badly that it would 
not seem advisable to make repairs, and I should recommend 
this plant be replaced with a new one if the town wishes to con- 
tinue with the construction of highways.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The Water Commissioners wish to submit the following re- 
port: ; 

The past year has been one of unusual activity in-both con- 
struction and upkeep: of the plant. There have been several 
changes in the personnel of the department. The Board has lost 
two members by the resignation of Mr. Charles E. Hall and the 
death of Mr. Seba A. Holton. Mr. Hall served since 1914 as Com- 
missioner and had taken an active part in the affairs of the de- 
partment. After Mr. Holton’s death it was necessary to call a 
special election to obtain a quorum. Mr, Charles W. Hadley of 
Davisville, was elected to complete the term expiring February, 
1930, and Mr. C. E. L. Gifford to complete the term expiring 
February, 1929. Mr. John C. Moore was appointed Superintend- 
ent June Ist at which time Mr. Hall was transferred to be the 
local representative in the Woods Hole district during the sum- 
mer season. 

The death of Mr. Holton removed from the Commission the 
services of one who had served the town faithfully in the capac- 
ity of Commissioner, Treasurer and Financial Secretary for over 
twenty years. He had seen the Water Plant grow from small be- 
ginnings to a plant valued at $800,000 and supplying a total 
population of approximately 15,000 people. Many changes in 
the. personnel of the Board took place during Mr. Holton’s vari- 
ous terms, but he continued year after year and carried on the 
detailed financial work of the board and was also the guiding 
hand in the development of the plant. Although well advanced 
in years, Mr. Holton retained his usual vigor and was alert and 
interested in the department up to the day of his death and his 
passing was a shock to the community and a great loss to the 
department. His genial manner and masterful presentation of 
the affairs of the department at Town Meeting won for him the 
high respect of his fellow citizens. 


+ GONSTRUCTION WORK: 


Extensions of mains totaling 3.6 miles were completed in 
aceordance with the vote of the town at the last town meeting; 
the work of installing the new pump and in-take started in 1926, 
and the construction of the foundation and the steel portion ‘oz 
the Woods Hole Standpipe were completed and put into service. 
Some minor extensions were made and in all, 239 new services 
were placed. Several renewals of services which had rusted out 
or become so elogged as to be practically useless, were made. 
Most of these were in connection with the relocation of the new 
State Road to Woods Hole. The work on the main extensions 
was let out to contract, as in 1926, with the result that unusually 
favorable prices for both work and materials were obtained. The 
lowest bidder for pipe-laying was L. P. Federico and Company 
who have done a large amount of similar work in Boston and 
vicinity. The low bidders on materials were: Reading Steel Cast- 
ing Co., gate valves; Eddy Valve Company, hydrants; Builders’ 
Iron Foundry, special fittings; U. S. Cast Iron Pipe Company, 
Centrifugal Pipe and F. A. Houdlette and Company, MeWane 
Pre-Caulked pipe. There were 10 bidders on the work, the low- 
est: being $13,761.60 and the highest was $29,567.10, the lowest 
bidder being $7000 below the lowest local, bidder. 

The work was completed by Federico and Company in a 
prompt and satisfactory manner. Work on the Silver Beach 
Extension started April 18 and water was turned on in the mid- 
dle of May. There was approximately 12,000 feet of 8-inch pipe. 
2577 feet of 6-inch, 24 hydrants and 20 main gates on this ex- 
tension and the whole work was completed in record time, as 
much as 750 feet of pipe being laid in one day. The other exten- 
sions included in this contract were on the Hatehville Road con- 
sisting of 648 feet of 6-inch pipe from the former terminus near 
the North Falmouth station and extending across the railroad 
track; through the Siders’ Pond development in Falmouth, 2042 
feet of 6-inch pipe and 3 hydrants; 6-inch pipe alone the Har- 
borway Road, a distance of 540 feet with 1 hydrant; and in 
Woods Hole are extensions of 1017 feet of 6-inch pipe with one 
hydrant from Quissett Ave. to the Club house of the Woods Hole 
Golf Club. ' 
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All of the above work was earried out under a guarantee of 
% per cent on the cost of the work. 


WOODS HOLE STANDPIPE: 


The contract for the foundation and concrete super-structure 
was let to the low bidder, Eldon Smith, Allston, Mass., for $21,- 
. 245 and for the steel tank to the Pittsburg Des-Moines Steel Co. 

tor $9,970. The foundation and gate chamber was placed in July 
and the steel tank completed early in October. After testing, the 
tank was immediately put in service. , Due to the lateness of the 
season when this work was completed it was deemed advisable 
to postpone the erection of. the reinforced concrete enclosure 
until spring to insure satisfactory quality of concrete. 

The new construction of the past two years has resulted in 
greatly increased effectiveness of the plant for fire purposes as 
shown by the tests recently condueted by the New England In- 
surance Exchange. This work as well as the work of keeping 
accurate records of the system and keeping the system in good 
order will entitle the town to additional credits in insurance 
rating. 


MAINTENANCE 


The system, comprising approximately 90 miles of main pipe 
‘and 371 hydrants, has been given a thorough overhauling and 
inspection during the year, all stop-gates and hydrants gone 
over and repaired. Gates have been marked by white posts, have 
measurements noted on them, so that those which are covered 
by dirt or snow, may be quickly located, in ease of a break in 
the line. Many of these gate valves which had been covered up 
and lost to sight were hunted out and raised to the surface, 
leaky hydrants were repaired and several having twisted stems 
were renewed. This results from indiscriminate use of hydrants 
by others than the Fire and Water Department employees. 
There is a severe penalty for such abuse of hydrants and public 
warning has been given that the Commissioners intend to put a 
stop to illegal use of hydrants. Marks of Stillson wrenches have 
been found on several nuts. The use of such wrenches ruins the 
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nut so that in an emergency, it would be impossible to open the 
hydrant with an ordinary wrench. 

A complete plan of the system has been prepared, showing 
the location of all mains, gates, hydrants, blow-offs, standpipes 
and other appurtenances. It is believed that this plan is practi- 
cally complete. Every reasonable effort has been made to ob- 
tain the information required to plot all parts of the system. 
Due to lack of continuity in office of those in charge of main- 
taining the plant, records of some pipe lines and gates were miss- 
ing and it was necessary to do considerable searching before 
getting their locations. In addition to the large general plan, 
detailed plans of the more important sections of the town have 
been made and field location books prepared for the use of the 
maintenance force. 

Progress has been made also in bringing up to date the re- 
eords of service shut-offs, which after the service is once con- 
nected, are too often forgotten and neglected. A card index of 
these is being prepared and will save a considerable amount of 
time and labor formerly required to find these shut-offs, which 
have been covered up, knoéked over, or overgrown with grass. 

There is also in the making a card index for the record of 
all service renewals which will show an accurate account of the 
cost, location and date of renewal. It has been necessary to re- 
new many old services. There have been 239 new services put 
in and a number of blow-offs have been installed on dead ends 
that were not provided with proper means of blowing off. Dur- 
ing the year there have been eleven leaks in the mains—two of 
which were major. 

In ease of a ruptured main or the necessity of drastic blow- 
ing it is often necessary to shut off water without giving notice to 
consumers and the discharging of water causing a vacuum on 
the line has in a few instances, drained and collapsed range boil- 
ers, for which the Commissioners have given notice they will not 
be responsible. 

All range boiler feed lines should be provided with a check 
valve to prevent boilers from syphoning, also a relief valve to 
take care of any excess pressure. 

All of the 2-inch pipe on Wild Harbor Road, Jones Road 
and Maravista Avenue has been eliminated and services and side 
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streets put on the cast iron main. 

Three new hydrants have been added to the system, other 
than ones on the new extensions; one hydrant on Chappaquoit 
Island removed from the 3-inch line at the barn and put on the 
4-inch line at the entrance of the property; two hydrants that 
were frozen last winter were removed and repaired; two hyd- 
rants moved on the Vineyard Sound line; one at Megansett and 
a number on the new state road to Woods Hole due to the relo- 
cation. Two hydrants have been cut out and moved back far 
enough to install gates. All hydrants have been painted and 
gate boxes raised. It was necessary to re-survey and relocate 
the entire line from Watson’s Corner in Falmouth to Church 
Street in Woods Hole. 

Three new gates have been ‘‘cut in’’ the system—two on the 
Sippewissett line and one north of the standpipe tee on the 10- 
inch line in West Falmouth. All the standpipes have been 
drained, cleaned and painted this year. 

To the equipment has been added an Edson Diaphragm Pow- 
er Pump, mounted on a rubber tired trailer, and an improvized 
presto-lite, both of which are very much appreciated in case of 
an emergency at night. 


WOODS HOLE ROAD: 


The construction of the new road to Woods Hole entailed 
an extraordinary amount of labor and expense. Services that 
had been in many years had to be renewed and branches laid for 
future extensions, as we were notified by the Highway Depart- 
ment that the new surface could not be disturbed for a period of 
five years. Due to change of line, three hydrants had to be 
moved and during the process of the work it was necessary to 
keep constant watch on the main gate boxes along the line as 
they were frequently knocked over, or buried and could only be 
brought up to the grade of each stage of the construction of 
the road. Due to the proposed relocation of the East Falmouth 
and North Falmouth state roads, considerable extra work will 
have to be done as for the Woods Hole road, in renewing ser- 
_ vices, changing hydrants and surveying the lines where they 
come outside of the new road layout. 
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DISCOLORATION OF WATER 


This has been one of the most troublesome problems that 
the department has had to contend with during the past year. 
The principal cause of the discoloration is iron and discussing 
this subject, Mr. Allen Hazen, a well known authority, states that 
“‘Water is never less wholesome because of iron, but it is less 
attractive in appearance.’’ The manner in which the iron comes 
into solution is briefly—the pond water contains minute organic 
matter in suspension, these are deposited on the iron pipe and 
act on the iron through small holes in the lining. Carbonie 
acid generated by the organic matter dissolves the iron, forming 
a solution which mingles with flowing water. Part of the iron 
combines with oxygen in the water and forms a solid deposit 
ealled a tubereule on the side of the pipe. This process goes on 
in service pipes as well as mains, in some more rapidly than oth- 
ers and one service pipe can cause more local discoloration than 
a long line of mains. This is the reason that in neighboring 
houses sometimes one has clean water and the other colored 
water. This is especially true when the water is first drawn in 
the morning and the accumulated deposits have to be drawn off. 

The tubercules formed inside the pipe retard the flow and 
in time reach a point where the capacity is so reduced that there 
is no choice but to remove them or lay a new main. 

Although the water is discolored in proportion to the amount 
of organic matter present and the soluble portion enters the 
stream of flowing water, the disturbance of the tubercules is par- 
ticularly harmful in roiling up the water. When a heavy draft 
is made for fire or any purpose the discoloration is increased due: 
to breaking off portions of the coating. After cleaning the mains 
as has been done the past two years, flushing is necessary to re- 
move the remnants that have been seraped off—this naturally 
stirs up the growth on adjacent lines. The cost of cleaning is 
about 20¢ a foot whereas new mains would cost $2 to $3 a foot 
so that it seems better to put up with the temporary increase in 
color than to go to the expense of new pipe. A report by the State 
Board of Health made at the request of the department in May 
stated that ‘‘the water from Long Pond is very soft, low in color, 
and in other respects of very good quality for domestic use. While 
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the water in the pipes is highly colored and contains a large 
amount of iron, on the other hand, it contained but few micro- 
scopical organisms and no objectionable bacteria. In common 
with other excellent surface waters it acts to some extent on the 
pipes through which it is delivered—.’’ Of course this growth 
in the pipes is continuous and even after cleaning begins to form 
new tubercules. 

Many suggestions have been made as to the best way to get 
rid of this rusty water, varying all the way from leaving it alone 
to subside, to a drastic and constant blowing-off. It should not 
be thought that lack of action means that the department is over- 
looking this very important subject. It is agreed by most author- 
ities including the State Board of Health that flushing is the 
apparent solution of the problem. But this can not be done at 
random or over a long stretch of pipe at one time because very 
often more damage is done than good by opening hydrants and. 
blow-offs promiscuously except where the discoloration is so bad 
that the water must be got rid of. Our experience has been that 
after the first flushing the quicker the normal flow is resumed 
the sooner will the disagreeable conditions clear up. 


FINANCES: 


There has been a normal increase of water rates. This is due 
in part to an intensive campaign to collect water rates prompt- 
ly and to some adjustment of the flat rates paid by large con- 
sumers to make them more equitable. It is hoped that all ser- 
vices will be gone over during the coming year and adjustments 
made where necessary together with locating any unnecessary 
waste. 

There was an extra expense of $2870.85 incident to the 
Woods Hole Road work, an increase of annual interest on bonds 
of $3252.50 and in retirement of bonds of $16,000. 

The bonded water debt was increased by $163,000 in 1926 
and $40,000 more in 1927, an increase of $203,000, whereas the 
total outstanding bonds in 1925 were $168,500 against a plant 
cost of $518,000. Of the total bond increase since then, $113,000 
was for extensions and improvements recommended by the In- 
surance Underwriters to improve the system. From the exten- 
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sions for which these bonds were issued, there is expected prac- 
tically no water revenue. It is promised that a considerable re- 
turn to the town will result from reduced insurance rates. 

The extensions for supplying consumers are expected to 
eventually pay their way by added revenue, but in the early 
years this is least and the carrying charges highest, which is of 
course the reason for requiring a 9 per cent guarantee. Bond 
issues are for 15 years for extensions and five years for pumping 
equipment and the interest due is of course greatest at the start 
since the bonds are paid serially beginning the first year after 
issue. 

To raise the whole amount appropriated for extensions, from 
water revenue would have meant a 40 per cent increase in rates. 
The law under which the Water Board operates provides that 
any excess over income required to meet operating and fixed 
charges should be raised by taxation the same as other expenses 
of the town. Thus at first the bonds were all retired in this 
way, but as the plant grew and revenue increased, it was suffi- 
cient generally to meet these charges. In certain recent years 
some of the bonds were retired from direct taxation as in 1923, 
$3,000, and in 1924 and 1925, $6,000. With a doubling of the out- 
standing bonds, conditions are comparable with those of the 
early days, and with a working capital generally about suffi- 
cient to carry the plant until July when water rates are due, the 
large increase in charges could not be expected to be met. Now 
that the major extensions are nearly complete the surplus from 
those funds is known and can be applied toward meeting the 
fixed charges and it is expected that a greater proportion of 
these charges can be met from water revenue hereafter. 

The cost of fire protection is a function of water utilities 
estimated by experts to be from 1-3 to 1-2 of the entire cost be- 
eause of larger mains, pumps, hydrants and added up-keep, and 
as fire protection benefits individuals in general by reason of the 
protection afforded to property, it is equitable for this cost to be 
assessed on the taxpayers as a whole rather than rate-payers in 
proportion to their use of water. 

The present carrying charges may be considered a burden 
on the present. generation because they will have paid for these 
improvements in 15 years or less and the next generation will 
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enjoy their use without fixed charge. On the other hand, the 
present enjoys the use and protection of the paid-up parts of the 
system which still has a long life to run. The method of retir- 
ing bonds many years before the life of the works is in a sense 
in the nature of a provision for a depreciation fund and amounts 
to more than would otherwise be set aside in a depreciation re- 
serve. 

The statements herewith show that of a total plant value of 
some $832,500 including stock and cash on hand, the town has an 
equity of $514,000 or considerably. more than one half on 
which there are mo fixed. charges. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


A petition for an extension through the proposed develop- 
ment in West Falmouth near Arnold Gifford’s residence is eXx- 
pected. Our recommendations regarding this cannot be given 
until more definite information is obtained. In general we be- 
lieve that no large additions to the system should be made. for 
the present unless there is a prospect of early and adequate’ re- 
turn in revenue. 

Some of the mains, especially in Falmouth Heights which 
have been in service many years need cleaning and we recom- 
mend that this be done in the near future. 

For the purpose of better fire protection and eliminating two 
dead ends it is recommended that the 6-inch line on Gifford St. 
be extended and connected into Lakeview Ave., which will form 
a loop between Palmer Avenue and Main Street, the distance be- 
ing 925 feet at an estimated cost of $2,000. 

Automatic recording apparatus showing the height of the 
water is urgently needed for the West Falmouth and Woods 
Hole standpipes for the proper operation of the system and to 
prevent excessive shocks to the mains due to sudden jump in 
pressure when the valves close on these tanks. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the loyalty of the 
members of the department and of their co-operation in improv- 
ing the plant and helping solve the many problems arising in 
providing adequate and satisfactory water supply, and we beg 
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io assure the townspeople that every effort is being made to 
improve the plant and maintain its efficiency.

ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Dear Sirs: . 
I submit my report for the year ending December 31, 1927. 
Engine Room 

The Worthington high duty pumping engine that was in- 
stalled last winter, commenced to pump water in April, and sinse 
May 15 has been in almost continuous operation. It has shown 
a marked saving in coal over the old pumps. Pumping approxi- 
mately the same amount as with the old pumps in 1926, we have 
saved 80 tons of coal. The saving would have been much more 
had the engine been in operation the entire twelve months. 

Boiler Room 

The boiler feed water line on No. 1 boiler that was 
badly pitted was renewed. The non-return valve on No. 2 boiler 
was sent to the makers for repairs and is now working satisfac- 
torily. Shght pitting and corrosion was observed in the boilers 
at the annual internal inspection. With the continued use of 
zinc, and a solvent, it is hoped to prevent any further action on 
shell and tubes. 

Living Rooms 

Some of the rooms have been painted, papered, and some 
carpenter work done. 

The signal system on Quissett standpipe has worked so well, 
that it should be installed on the others. This system indicates 
at the station the amount of water in them at all times. 

Notwithstanding the wet summer, Long Pond remains at a 
low level. There not being any increase in the amount of water 
pumped over 1926, was no doubt due to the very wet summer.

This was a petition in the Superior Court to 
have a Jury assess damages for land taken for a Parking Space. 

Marion Parker, et al vs. Town of Falmouth 

This was also a petition in the Superior Court.for a Jury to 
assess damages for land taken for the Junior High School lot. 
This case has been disposed of by trial and payment of the ver- 
diet as awarded by the. jury. The proper papers have been filed 
and the case has been disposed of. 

Sarah B. Fay vs. Town of Falmouth. 

This case has been disposed of by the acceptance of the peti- 
tioner of the original award of $2,000.00 which has been paid. 
This case, like the preceding case, was entered in the Superior 
Court for a Jury to assess damages for land taken in Woods Hole, 
for the erection of a Standpipe for the Water Department. 

The following cases are still pending: 

First National Bank of Boston, Admr. of the Estate of 

Charles R. Whittemore vs. Town of Falmouth. 

This is a petition for abatement of taxes assessed on the es- 
tate in April 1926 brought in the Superior Court at Barnstable. 
There is a reasonable probability of adjustment without the neces- 
sity of trial. 

Old Silver Beach Corporation vs. Town of Falmouth. 

This is a petition for a Jury assessment of damage for the 
land taken by the town for Park purposes at Old Silver Beach 
and is now pending in the Superior Court at Barnstable. 
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There are also the cases of Charles H. Jones, et al, Trustees 
of the Chappaquoit Associates; Edith C. Baker, Albertina Von 
Arnin and Emily H. Daniels vs. Town of Falmouth. These 
cases, like the Old Silver Beach Corporation are petitions for a 
Jury assessment for damage to land taken in West Falmouth 
for Park purposes:. « >° ee a %) ; Ptah 

The petitions for the laying out of the savalal roads that have 
come to our hands have been referred to the Planning Board for 
their consideration and will appear in the warrant for the annual 
meeting. The only road on which an award for damages has 
been awarded is the change of location of the West and North 
Falmouth Shore Road, the award being $425.00 for land taken. 

The Cape and Vineyard Electric Co., is now furnishing cur- 
rent for 598, 40 ¢. p. lamps at $16.80 per year, 122, 40 ¢. p. lamps 
at $72.00 per year. In other-words, we have now established and 
are maintaining 621 year-round lights and 122 summer lights at 
a total cost of $12,800.40. 

The New England Tel. & Tel. Co. we understand, have now 
obtained a lease for a term of years of a part of the business 
block to be erected by the Wareham Savings Bank on the lot re- 
cently purchased by the bank next east of the present building 
now occupied by the New England Tel. & Tel. Co. The board 
considers this an excellent location for the company, much to be 
preferred over the location which the board, acting as the Board 
of Appeals, was obliged to refuse on Palmer Avenue, asked for 
earlier in the season by the Company. The board, the past year, 
has granted a great many pole locations showing a steady 
growth by the company.

Herewith please accept my tenth annual report of the Fire 
Department for the year 1927. 


PERSONNEL 


The Dept. personnel consists of the following: 

Chief; Deputy Chief; two District Chiefs, who with three 
citizens, constitute the Board of Fire Engineers. 

One assistant engineer, one master mechanic, one assistant 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, two call Captains, one perman- 
ent Captain, one permanent Lieutenant, seven permanent men, 
three regular call (substitutes for permanent men day off) and 
38 call men. 

They are divided into companies, as follows: One ladder 
company, two hose companies, and three engine companies,

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


The fire alarm system has been greatly improved during the 
past year. Principally in speeding up the system and the in- 
stallation of what is known as a ‘‘Fast time and Slow time Dual 
System,’’ purchased from the Gamewell Fire Alarm Co. The 
Fast time is operated on half-second time. The Slow time is 
operated on one and a half second time. In other words, the 
average box alarm is transmitted to the three fire stations, the 
tappers in call men’s houses, the pumping station and Police 
Dept. at the rate of one round of the box in five seconds. 


CENTRAL STATION: 


There is installed in the Central Station the necessary charg- 
ing and distributing switch-board, with batteries, that furnishes 
eurrent for 39 miles of fire alarm wire; which connects directly 
with the other two stations, the Pumping station, Water and 
Police Offices, the Schools in the centre, also tappers in the Chief’s 
house, the Deputy Chief’s house, and in the call men’s houses and 
14 street boxes. 

A compressed air whistle, a fast and slow time transformer 
and a master box for the purpose of sending out fire alarm lo- 
cations for calls received over the telephone. Also necessary 
gongs and recording registers. 
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WOODS HOLE STATION: 


There is installed in this station a Fast and'a Slow time 
transformer, a compressed air diaphone horn, signal gong, punch 
register and lighting switch. 


NORTH FALMOUTH STATION : 


At this station there is installed a recording register, signal 
gong, and open circuit relay for local call-men tappers. A manu- 
ally operated electric siren wired so that the same may be oper- 
ated from either the station or the residence of J. E. Overy, Cap- 
tain of Engine 3. There is also a fire alarm box on the outside 
of the station which can be used to transmit an alarm in case 
no one is in the station at night. The connection of the North 
Falmouth Station to the Center was made possible at a reasonable 
cost due to the purchase at junk prices of two circuits of open 
telephone wires, and the results since this connection has been 
made has shown a much quicker means of transmitting an alarm 
for fire. 

There is also connected to all the fire stations directly, a 
private telephone switchboard, which forms a secondary means 
of transmitting an alarm in the event the fire alarm system 
should break down.

Our fire loss without incendiary fires is $2,559.00. It is 
surprising to me that so little interest is taken and so much un- 
concern is shown that nothing is said or done to co-operate with 
this department or to give us any hint or clue whereby we could 
save a loss of $24,770.00 caused by the lowest form of criminal, 
during the past year. 


There was used to extinguish fires: 

490 gallons chemical, laid 7,600 ft. of 244 ineh hose, 1,300 
ft. of 3 inch hose, raised 1,690 ft. of ladders and used the pumpers 
714% hours. Laid 19, 24% inch lines and 8, 31% inch lines, used 24 
pkgs. of dry chemical for chimney fires and 20 gals. of foam 
chemical for oil fires.

It is my sad duty to report the death of one fireman during 
this vear as a result of natural causes. 


Joined the Department Sept. 1, 1919. 


EDMUND B. PERKINS 


Died Aug. 22, 1927. 


“Perk’’ was for years the house man at the Central Sta- 
tion and was the first permanent fireman to stay nights and take 
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carve of the Central station. He was well liked by the firemen 
and did his work in an excellent manner. 


REMARKS 


During the past year it was discovered that the lot of land 
which the Central Fire Station is located upon, was, legally, 
under the charge and control of the Library Trustees; because, 
when the town orignially purchased the land, it was purchased for 
the site of a Public Library. This meant, that at any time, in 
the future, the Library Trustees would have the authority to 
take the lot, and the use of the same, away from the Fire Dept. 
if they saw fit. Also, that the town could not legally appropri- 
ate money to erect a new fire station so long as this condition 
existed. The writer, therefore, petitioned the Legislature and 
obtained a bill, enacted as a law, which gave the complete auth- 
ority and control of the land and buildings thereon, into the 
charge of the Fire Dept. Officials, .so long as they should occupy 
and the use same. In the event of their no longer occupying 
the lot, the rights and privileges of the property would then 
revert to the control of the Park Commissioners. 

On May 38rd, the Maxim Pumper was put into service at. 
North Falmouth and designated as Engine Company No. 3. The 
Hose Truck was brought into Hdqirs. and became known as Hose 
Company No. 2. A word of explanation is given here, relative 
to the cost of this Pumper. When the sum of $3,800.00 was 
turned over to the Board of Fire Engineers, to purchase a pump- 
ing engine, for North Falmouth, it was discovered that this sum 
of money was not sufficient to purchase a pumping engine that 
would meet with the requirements of the Fire Dept. or the In- 
surance Underwriters. After consulting Counsel, it was found 
that a Board of Fire Engineers had authority to utilize money 
in the budget IF IT WERE AVAILABLE to purchase, or make 
up, the additional cost necessary to buy the proper kind of pump- 
ing engine. The Board of Engineers had allowed approximately 
$500.00 to overhaul the Hose truck at Woods Hole and also about 
$300.00 to overhaul the Engine on the Ladder truck in the Cen- 
tral station. They voted to postpone this overhauling and apply 
iuis money towards the proper pumping engine for North Fal- 
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mouth. This was done‘and the additional money was paidfor 
the apparatus, which cost’ $4,688.80. We are, however, pleased 
to report that the Department was lucky enough not to have 
either one of the pieces in question, that were to be overhauled, 
completely break down. But our attention will be obliged to be 
given to those trucks in the coming year. The pumper installed 
at North Falmouth, was made by the Maxim Fire Apparatus Co., 
Middleboro, Mass., and exceeded its capacity requirements on 
test and has proven, so far, very satisfactory. 

On June 14th, the 1000 gallon Ahrens-Fox Pumper, was 
placed in service at the Woods Hole Fire Station and the Com- 
pany there was divided into two companies, under one Captain. 
by vote of the Board of Engineers. The new company to be 
known as Engine No.2. This pumper has proved very satisfac- 
tory and exceeded its capacity on test. This pumper will be the 
one that the town will rely on, the most, in case of any large 
hotels or other large building fire, that might cduse a conflagra- 
tion. With this pump, came additional equipment, in the nature 
of two Morse deck guns. The value of these deck guns have 
been appreciated, at the Schenck fire and the fire at the Morse 
estate, where they were brought into use to good advantage. 

On Mareh 18, 1927, fireman E.'B. Perkins, was sent to the 
Cape Cod Hospital, upon the advice of his physician, Dr. Pattee. 
Manuel Turner was appointed in his place. 

On May 22, E. F. Lumbert was appointed permanent man 
‘jn place of Nelson Folger, resigned. 

On April 5th, Inspector Grady of the State Police notified 
the Chief that it was necessary and that the town was obliged 
to change all Hose thread connections, to the ‘‘ National Stand-- 
ard’’ thread. Immediately the work of changing over the 
threads was undertaken. This was completed in a week’s time. 

During the past year, the Fire Alarm System, through the 
courtesy and kindness of the Telephone Company, was extend- 
ed to North and West Falmouth and street boxes were installed 
therein. Also, through the courtesy of the Electric Light Co., 
‘the Alarm system was extended to Falmouth Heights and a box 
installed there. The advantage of this extension ‘is very consid- 
erable. 

On April 18, while responding to an-alarm of fire on the Pay 


“169 


property, Fireman Fred Fish was driving the chemical when 
the steering gear let go and caused the apparatus to turn over 
at the entrance to the Fay driveway, pinning him underneath. 
The results of this accident was, that he was discovered to have 
a eracked hip. He was laid up and confined to bed for eleven 
weeks. This piece of apparatus was one of the first pieces pur- 
chased by the town in 1919. It is a Ford truck with chemical 
tanks installed on the chassis. I earnestly recommend that the 
town replace this chassis with a new one. This will cost in the 
neighborhood of $475.00. This is the third accident directly at- 
tributed to the old age of this chassis. 

The situation in regard to the Central Fire Station is the 
same as last year and a little worse. I recommend that action 
be taken to do away with the old ‘‘fire trap’’ and to erect a new 
building in place of it.

$300.00 for fire alarm wires. This is the amount necessary to 
purchase the stock and material to connect the Teaticket Grade 
School with our Fire Alarm system. The School Dept. have al- 
ready purchased the necessary fire alarm box and building con- 
nections and it will be necessary for the Fire Dept. to run the 
fire alarm wires down to that school. 

In conclusion let me say that the Fire Dept. officials desire 
to make clear any items that may not be understood and that 
our budget, being less than last year, request that the same: be 
appropriated so that ‘we may operate the department efficiently.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN

Gentlemen: 

Following is a report of the Forest Fire Warden for the 
vear ending December 31, 1927: 

The following gentlemen were appointed Deputy Fire War- 
dens: 

John E. Overy, M. S. Perry, Charles B. Fisher, Ralph W. 
Landers, James MeInnis, Wm. Mullen, J: Everett Noyes, Alton 
E. Baker, Winfield 8. Baker. 

I wish to report that there have been a total of 61 brush 
fires in the town, during the past year. The total cost to ex- 
tinguish these fires amounted to $531.80. The total acreage 
burnt over was 37. I expended for pump cans for Forest Fire 
work the sum of $67.60. 

The following in a comparative table showing the amount 
of acreage and the cost for forest fires that the writer has been 
able to obtain, during the last 12 years:

I wish to report that there were only two serious fires in the 
township during the past year. One at Old Silver Beach, which 
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was caused by carelessness in clearing land and burning brush. 
This fire was rekindled the following morning but finally ex- 
tinguished without much loss. The other fire was caused evi- 
dently by design and occurred on Gifford street, east of Long 
Pond Reservoir. 

During the past year ihe State Legislature amended that 
portion of the statute having to do with the building or main- 
‘taining of fires in the open and now in Barnstable and Plymouth 

County no fire can be started or maintained in the open air 
at any time during the year, without a permit, unless the ground 
is SUBSTANTIALLY COVERED WITH SNOW. 

I recommend that the town raise and appropriate the same 
sum as last year, namely $600.00 for forest fires and necessary 
tools for the coming year. 

I also request that the town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $475.00 to replace the Ford chassis with a new one under the 
Forest Fire Truck Chemical. This Ford chassis was purchased 
by the town in 1919 and is now nine years old and so far gone 
that it is of no further use. In fact, in attempting to use it in 
the past year, it broke down and injured a Fireman so much 
that he was laid up witha cracked hip, for eleven weeks.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-eighth an- 
nual report of the Tree Warden for the year ending December 
31, 92: 

The first work done in the spring was to creosote the Gypsy 
Moth egg clusters, on the trees, along the sides of the different 
roads about the town. We also creosoted the trees in Good- 
will Park, Oak Grove Cemetery. The pruning of the old trees, 
and the planting of new ones was taken care of in due season, 

The Tent Caterpillars were taken care of in their proper 
season and are on the decrease. The foliage on the trees through- 
out the town, was exceptionally good, compared with that of 
other neighboring towns. 

For the last two years we have adopted the plan of spray- 
ing all the trees from the depot to the Heights road, around the 
Village Green, Palmer Avenue, Town Hall, Library and High 
School grounds before seven o’clock in the morning. By start- 
ing at daylight we avoid any delays by the numerous cars and. 
traffic throughout Main street. 

We have taken every precaution possible, not to injure any 
person’s car by spraying, and [ ‘have not heard of any com- 
plaints coming into the Selectmen’s office. 

I recommend the same appropriation as last year, namely 
eighteen hundred ($1800.00) dollars, for the work in this de- 
partment.

REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-eighth au- 
nual report of the Moth Superintendent for the year ending 
December 31, 1927. 

First I am glad to report to you that the Gypsy Moth ‘situ- 
ation is on the decrease, and that we had very few severe strip- 
pings of the foliage; and the egg clusters, this fall, seem : to be 
less than the previous year. 

As I mentioned in my report of last year, that the motors 
in the several spraying machines, were in need of a thorough 
overhauling, and probably would need new motors. 

After conference with the Fitz-Henry Guptill Company, of 
Boston, the makers of the machines, I was informed that parts 
for this old type of engine that we were using were not avail- 
able. Due to the fact that the company that made this 
old type of engine have been ‘out of business since 
1914 and that no new parts have been made since that time. 

They therefore recommended to install a new motor in one 
of the old horse drawn machines, which we were obliged to send 
to Boston, by truck; as the body of the team had to be lengthened 
to take care of the new motor. They also informed us that we 
were the only town in Massachusetts that were still using this 
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old type of machine. This rebuilt machine has proved very sat- 
isfactory, having much -more power than the old type, and we 
have no trouble spraying the tops of the highest trees in the town. 
It will also do much more spraying at lesser expénse, due to the 
fact that we never have any trouble, and it is capable of spray- 
ing four hundred gallons in fifteen minutes. And miany days 
we have been able to put out twenty-eight loads in twelve hours 
making a total of 11,200 gallons of spray. We were also obliged to 
buy several new lengths of hose, and all of this put together cut 
down the appropriation considerable. 

Nevertheless we kept the Gypsies well under control, by 
working overtime during the spraying season. 

I recommend that six thousand ($6,000.00) dollars be appro- 
priated, and that the money turned in to the Town Treasurer, 
and the unpaid balance for private spraying be reappropriated 
for the use of this department in 1928.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TOWN FOREST 


Tt is doubtful if the people of Falmouth realize the fact that 
within a very short distance of the town center we have the mak- 
ing of a most beautiful park; which if not appreciated by the 
present generation will certainly be looked upon in the future as 
one of Falmouth’s most important attractions. Your committee 
refers to Good Will Park and the adjacent area including Long 
Pond and the land about it. 

For the past five years your committee on Town Forests has 
been planting trees in Good Will Park and on the town lot at the 
North end of Long Pond until now we have a total planting of 
about 55,000 trees. It will well repay anyones time to look over 
the first. planting that was made in Good Will Park along Gif- 
ford street. These trees are all Norway Spruce; they are now 
well established and making a rapid growth which in a few 
years should make this part of the park very attractive, and re- 
placing the rapidly dying oak with a beautiful evergreen cover- 
ing. Suecessive plantings in the park have covered most of the 
north side and this year we hope to plant more of the land on 
the south side of the park. -While Good Will Park is not strict- 
ly under the control of.the town, your committee believes that 
this park is for the good of the citizens of Falmouth and any- 
thing that we can do to increase its usefulness and beauty will 
be for the advantage of the-whole.town. ‘ 

The town lot at the north end of the pond has been planted 
in all of the open spaces with White and Norway spruce, White, 
Red, Scotch, and Japanese Pine and a few larch. Practically all 
of these trees have made a satisfactory growth and your com- 
mittee feels greatly encouraged to continue the planting of the 
more inaccessible and rougher parts of this lot. . Most of the 
1927 appropriation was used in clearing up parts of this lot, cut- 
ting and burning brush, making a fire line about the lot and 
removing dead trees. A good deal more of this work should 
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be done this season. 

The proposed new State road is going to cut off a narrow 
strip along the present state road and unfortunately goes thru 
some very good oaks along the present state road. Your com- 
mittee however intend to clear up-the land adjacent to the new 
road and plant trees so that this part of the lot will have an at- 
tractive appearance. 

Your committee believes that the time has come for the town 
to acquire all of the land on the watershed of Long Pond and 
protect this watershed with plantings of forest trees thus making 
this area one of the most useful and attractive town forests in 
the state. The protection of our water supply should be one 
of the first considerations of the town for while we may not have 
had any trouble up to the present there is no reason to believe 
that we will not in the future. 

Some day we will have to get control of this area. Your 
committee believes that the time has come to look into this ques- 
tion seriously and therefore recommends that a committee of 
five be appointed by the moderator to study the question and. 
report at a future town meeting. 

We recommend that an appropriation of $1000 be made for 
the year 1928.

SEBA AUSTIN HOLTON 


The Falmouth, Public Library, in common with the com- 
munity, has suffered the loss by death of its senior member and 
President of the Board, Seba A. Holton. 

Mr. Holton was chosen a trustee upon the establishment of 
the library by the town in 1891. Since February 1918 he has 
peen the President of the Board. 

His love of books, his experience as an educator, his excel- 
lent judgment and faithfulness to his trust, were in constant evi- 
dence and most helpful throughout many years of service. The 
trustees bear this devotion and service in grateful memory and 
make this public recognition of their indebtedness to him in be- 
half of themselves and the town. 


The cireulation of books from the library has remained near- 
ly stationary for the past five years. Many things have contri- 
buted to this result, notably :—the existence of libraries in Woods 
Hole, West Falmouth, and North Falmouth, the opening of lend- 
ing libraries in the local stores, the attraction of the moving 
pictures, and the growing love of life in the open, have all been. 
contributing . influences. 

Formerly the library had distributing stations in East Fal- 
mouth, Waquoit, Woods Hole and North Falmouth. The use 
of the automobile has gradually brought about a discontinuance 
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of this method of distribution, and patrons are now able to 
-make use of the Central Library directly. 

The average circulation of books from the libraries through- 
out the country is between four and five books per capita. If 
the large foreign population be considered, the circulation of 
books from the Falmouth Publie Library is about normal. 

Co-operation with the schools has continued throughout the 
year on an increasing scale. The increase in the number of 
young people using the library has been very noticeable. This 
is at present the most promising opening for library growth and 
usefulness and is being utilized to the limit of the library re- 
sourees. 

A change has been made this year in the method of handl- 
ing the several funds in the custody of the trustees, made neces- 
sary by the statute requiring the return of unexpended balances 
at the close of each year, and of the provisions of the funds them- 
‘selves. 

There are at this time four sources from which the library 
‘receives income, viz:—the town appropriation, the income from 
-the Esther Elizabeth Beebe Fund, the income from the E. Pier- 
son Beebe Fund, and money contributed by the friends of Joseph 
Jefferson Holland for a memorial shelf in his name. 

These funds, four in number, have by advice of counsel, now 
‘been segregated and are carried in different accounts, under the 
direction of the trustees. 

On September 7, 1927 a tablet in memory of Mr. “Holland 
was placed in the library by his friends. Mr. James Barnes, a 
life long friend of Mr. Holland, presented the tablet which was 
received by Henry Herbert Smythe in behalf of the trustees. 

The vacaney on the board occasioned by the death of Mr. 
Holton was filled by the election at a special town meeting in 
October of Milford R. Lawrence who took his seat upon the board 
at its meeting October 26th. 

With a view of broadening the service of the library to the 
public and increasing the efficiency of the administration, the 
trustees November 17 elected as librarian, Miss Cecelia L. Bower- 
man. Miss Bowerman, who. will graduate from Earlham Col- 
lege this year, was valedictorian of her class at Lawrence High 
School and received the first scholarship awarded by the Schol- 


\ 
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arship Association. She has achieved notable success in her 
college work and has had valuable experience in connection with 
ihe college library at Earlham. The trustees look forward 
confidently to an increasing usefulness and efficiency in the re- 
lation of the brary to its patrons and the community at large. 

The trustees have engaged Miss Katherine Watson to have 
the charge until Miss Bowerman shall have completed her col- 
lege work in June 1928. 

Miss Ida Kershaw who has acted as librarian since the res- 
ignation of Miss Pamelia Robbins terminated her services De- 
cember 17. 

It is always a matter of some difficulty to ascertain the 
number of patrons drawing books through the year. A fair 
estimate for the year 1927 would be in the neigborhood of one 
thousand. As two, three, and more books are often taken on 
a single card. the number of readers is safely several times the 
above number. 

With the continued growth in the number of books, the 
eriginal book capacity of the library has long since been exhaust- 
ed, and various means have been resorted to, to accommodate the 
jnereasing number of books, notably, by way of tables and shelv- 
ing in the reading room and the use of the librarian’s room 
for stacks. Some relief has been had by the removal of the 
tess read books to the basement. 

It is now imperative that additional book stacks should be 
installed, that books on the tables may be removed to provide 
xoom for newly purchased books. Your trustees hope soon to 
make recommendations to this end. 

The interior finish of walls and ceilings remain as they were 
originally done in 1902. No re-decoration has been undertaken 
for twenty five years. This is a matter which should receive 
attention in the near future. The trustees have never drawn 
from the town fund for the repair of Public Buildings, and has 
maintained the building and grounds from its own fund. The 
changes in administration and in the ways mentioned call for a 
reasonable increase in the fund at the disposal of the trustees, 
made available by a town appropriation. 

The trustees in conclusion gratefully acknowledge dona- 
tions of books from Mrs. C. 8. Dennis, Miss Evelyn Borden, Miss

Gentlemen: 

Following is a report of- the Building Inspector for. the 
year 1927: 

During the past year in Sianeileniy with the applications 
filed in this office, there have been built, new dwellings in the sum 
of $699,125.00, private garages in the sum of $39,520.00, com- 
mercial buildings, $45,500.00, accessory buildings, $23,520.00. In 
addition the town constructed a Standpipe reported at a cost of 
$32,000.00 and a school house at a cost of $100,000.00. This 
makes a total of $940,070.00 for new construction. This total 
must be discounted to some extent when ealeulating an-addi- 
tion to the taxable property in the town; because the above totals 
are practically the full costs and it must be understood that valu- 
ations do not, as a rule, equal total costs. 

There have been a total of 241 building permits issued in 
1927, as against 217 permits issued in:8 months for 1926. There 
were 110 alteration and repair permits issued in 1927 as eom- 
pared to 105 issued for 8 months of 1926. 

There were 21 appeals submitted to the Board of Appeals 
for variations under the Zoning law of. which 20 were granted 
and one refused. Four of those granted were granted with con, 
ditions and the one petition refused..(the .Texas. Oil Co.) to .ex- 
tend the district boundaries of an industrial district into a single 
residence, district. 

According to the applications on file snes have .been 140 
new dwellings erected in Falmouth during the year 1927 for an 
average cost of $4, 993. 00 each.

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During the spring of 1927, the Building Inspector received 
complaints from people living on the Main Road between West 
and North Falmouth, to the effect that the General Outdoor Ad- 
vertising Company were erecting a billboard and that they want- 
ed the Zoning law to assist them in stopping such erection. 
Therefore the Building Inspector brought suit in Equity Court 
in Boston, asking the Court to issue a deeree to have the bill- 
board removed. This was brought to trial in July and a deei- 
sion was reached in December, favorable to the town and a de- 
cree was entered to have the billboard removed. At the same 
time the presiding Judge who had the case decided: 


Ist. That the Zoning law was constitutional. 

2nd. That the Zoning By-Law is a legally operating by-law. 
3rd. That a billboard is a structure. 

4th. That the town was entitled to a decree against it. 


Sinee that decision the General Outdoor Advertising Com- 
pany have appealed to the full bench of Supreme Court. The 
legal cost for completing this case is estimated by the Town 
Counsel to be $500.00. 

This case has developed into a test case which other com- 
munities are watching. It has been the first case where a bill- 
board has been acted against, by zoning. 

1 respeetfully recommend that the Town of Falmouth adopt 
a Building Code suitable to the Town, beeause the Zoning law 
practically controls the use of property, and buildings have been 
erected in the past year in some instances, that do not conform 
to ‘standard building practice’? and in a few years, if steps are 
not taken there will be several dangerous structures existing 
in the town. 

The Building Inspector has inserted in the warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting, a few by-laws, under the authority grant- 
ed by Section 3 of Chapter 143 of the General Laws, that have 
to do with fire prevention and the tendeney to prevent the spread 
of fire in buildings and congested areas. These will apply only 
to buildings to be hereafter erected or materially reconstructed 
and they impose but little additional expense in the erection of 


new buildings. 
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In addition’ to the $500.00 required by the Town Counsel for 
legal services in the pending case, it is requested that the sum 
of $250.00 be appropriated for the office of the Building In- 
spector.

At the last Annual Town Meeting held in February, last, 
you appointed, by a vote passed in the open meeting, a committee , 
with instructions to look into the matter of providing a sewer- 
age system for Woods Hole, particularly in that section near the 
Eel Pond, and to present their findings to the annual meeting 
in 1928. 

Your committee so appointed, after looking over the prem- 
ises decided that some engineer acceptable to the State Board 
of Health must be employed. After several well known engin- 
eers had submitted a price for survey and plans, the committee 
finally decided to employ F. A. Barbour, Consulting Engineer 
of Boston who has had a wide and varied experience in the con- 
structing of sewerage systems in this and other states and whose 
report is appended hereto. 

We desire at this time to express our appreciation of the 
work Mr. Barbour has done in the preparation of plans and the 
very concise and plain plan as outlined by him in his report and 
as shown on accompanying plans which are to large for this re- 
port but which will be available to any person interested. These 
drawings are so complete that should the town vote to undertake 
this work only slight changes would need to be made to submit 
them to contractors for estimates or bids to do the work. We 
feel that Mr. Barbour has gone into the matter very carefully 
and thoroughly and that his efforts will be appreciated by the 
public as well as by your committee.

INTRODUCTION 

The subject matter of the following report is the sewering 
of some 125 acres in the Woods Hole district of the town of Fal- 
mouth lying north of the railroad, and extending from School 
Street and Buzzards Bay Avenue westerly to the causeway lead- 
ing to Penzance Point. In this distriet, centering on Great Har- 
bor, there is found a population ranging from 700 people in the 
winter to 1400 people during the summer months. Of this popu- 
lation a substantial percentage is located around the shores of 
Mill and Eel ponds, into which—either directly, or by leeching 
from adjacent cesspools—so much sewage from this surround- 
ing population is now finding its way as to create at certain 
times a very apparent nuisance. It is the necessity for remov- 
ing this nuisance which constitutes the primary reason for the 
sewerage system hereinafter discussed. 

At the present time, during the winter months, the sewage 
of at least 650 people enters Great Harbor. 

Sewage from the Coast Guard station, the Bureau of Fisher- 
ies, and several houses on West Street, is discharged into the 
small adjacent cove through the sea wall. The Marine Biologi- 
cal Laboratory has constructed three sewers which discharge 
sewage and roof water into the harbor,—a 10-inch pipe, laid 
through East and Center Streets, carrying the sewage from the 
main laboratery and the new dormitory, ends at the sea wall 
near the intake pier; an 8-inch pipe, laid under the west side- 
walk of East Street takes the sewage of one dwelling, and the 
old dormitory, and a third (6-inch), laid through Water Street, 
carries the sewage of the main dining hall and several small 
buildings. At the height of the season the sewage of not less 
than 450 people, connected with the Marine Biological Labora- 
tory, is discharged at the sea wall, or on the beach within fifty 
feet of the intake pier. The evident necessity for remedying 
this condition again provides good reason for the construction 
of a sewerage system. 

The time has passed when sewers may simply be discharged 
at the water’s edge. Even with the adjacent Buzzards Bay and 
Great Harbor, the point of discharge must be selected with due 
regard to the possible effect of the sewage on the nearby shores 
and on shellfish. Thus the sewering of so small an area in- 


volves a disposal problem. 

TOPOGRAPHY 

The village of Woods Hole is located on the extreme south 
west point of Cape Cod, with Buzzards Bay on the northwest, 
Vineyard Sound on the southeast, and Woods Hole Passage sep- 
arating it from the first of a series of islands which stretch out to 
the southwest for a distance of fifteen miles or more, and form a 
barrier between the Bay and the Sound. The portion of the 
village with which this report is concerned, lying north of the 
railroad and extending from Penzance Point causeway on the 
west to School Street and Buzzards Bay Avenue on the east, is 
generally low—with few points rising more than ten feet above 
mean high water. All elevations in this report are referred to 
mean high water, as established by the U. 8. Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, which to avoid minus elevations is herein taken at ele- 
vation 100, 

Two ponds—Eel and Mill—form the outstanding feature of 
the topography. Eel Pond, connected by a channel with Great 
Harbor, has an area of 16.3 acres at high water, an average depth 
of 11.8 feet, a maximum depth somewhat exceeding 18 feet, and a 
volume of 64 million gallons. Mill pond, which is shallow, has 
an area of 2.9 acres, at high water, and is connected with Hel 
pond by a pipe laid under Millfield Street. High water in both 
ponds is controlled by high water in Great Harbor; low water 
in Eel pond follows tidal changes, but in Mill Pond low water is 
controlled by the elevation of the outlet pipe, and does not fall 
to low tide level. : 

Adjacent to Eel pond and east of School Street there is a 
low area of five acres, with the general surface level below eleva- 
tion 102.0, an to the north and east of Mill Pond another area 
of 15 acres has an average surface below the elevation just 
named, Thus these ponds and the surrounding low ground con- 
stitute a controlling condition in the design of a collecting sys- 
tem of sewers. At the low point of Millfield Street—250 feet 
west of School Street, the street surface is at elevation 103.7; on 
Gardner Road—240 feet west of Park Avenue, the surface is at 
elevation 102.1. 

Alone the water front of Great Harbor the street surface 
averages about elevation 7.0, while at the depot, 500 feet south 
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of the channel connecting Eel Pond and Great Harbor, the street 
level is elevation 6.0. In other words, the low point in the area. 
north of Eel Pond outlet is not at the water front, but some 2,000 
feet inland. 
TIDES and CURRENTS 

Reference has already been made to the series of islands 
which stretch out to the south-west from Woods Hole and separ- 
ate Buzzards Bay from Vineyard Sound. During flood tides the 
current is easterly, and the main inflow to Buzzards Bay is north 
of these islands. Due to the closed north-east end of the Bay 
the water piles up, with a resulting greater tidal range than in 
the sound—this range at Woods Hole approximating 4.0 feet in 
the Bay, as opposed to 1.8 feet in Great Harbor. On October 
26th syncronized readings of tide elevation in Buzzards Bay and 
in Great Harbor showed that the Bay was, at high water, 1.3 feet 
higher, and at low water 1.5 feet lower than Great Harbor. Like- 
wise, it is found that the time of high water in Great Harbor av- 
erages one hour and ten minutes later than in the Bay. 

The result of this variation in relative elevation in Bay and 
Sound is a reversible current, ranging in velocity from 114 feet 
per second—20 minutes after change: of direction, to 814 feet 
per second at full strength, through Woods Hole Passage, which 
has a width of 1350 feet at its narrowest point, and an average 
depth approximating eight feet. The easterly discharge in 
greater part flows into Great Harbor south of Grassy Island, but 
a considerable flow turns north through the Gut of Canso, and 
between Devils Foot and Grassy Islands, and sweeps around the 
inner end of the harbor, and thence southerly along its eastern 
shore. During the period of westerly flow through the passage 
there is likewise a current which enters the north end of Great 
Harbor, turns easterly along the water front and thence flows 
southerly along the easterly shore. More definite reference will 
be made to these local currents in describing the movement of 
floats set out in connection with this investigation. 

Returning to a consideration of tidal elevations, the follow- 
ing tabulation shows data obtained from observations by the U. 
S. Coast and Geodetic Survey: ;

These tide levels are of interest in connection with the ques- 
tion as to whether or not a gravity discharge is possible from a 
sewer system in the area under consideration. As already stat- 
ed, the general surface in Millfield and other streets to the north 
and west of Eel Pond ranges from elevation 102.1 to elevation 
103.7, at points more than 2400 feet from the water front, meas- 
ured along the course of the sewer. Placing the sewer at these 
low points at the highest feasible elevation, and using a minimum 
gradient of one foot in 400 feet, the main intercepter at the water 
front cannot be higher than elevation 94 or 4.2 ft. below mean low 
water, and 7.9 feet below maximum high water in Great Harbor. 
As it is impracticable to build sewers which will be backflooded 
at all stages of the tide, lifting of the sewage is absolutely neces- 
sary for discharge into Great Harbor, as well as for disposal by 
treatment works. 

THE PROBABLE AMOUNT OF SEWAGE WHICH WILL 
REACH the PROPOSED SYSTEM 


In estimating the probable amount of sewage from the pro- 
posed sewerage district, the controlling factors are population. 
water consumption, and an allowanee for leakage. 

The present population within the area under discussion 
varies from 700 people during the winter months, to a maximum 
of 1400 people during the summer season—this inerease being 
largely due to the staff and students of the Marine Biological 
Laboratory, totalling, during a period of six weeks, some 456) 
people. 

It is impossible to anticipate, with any assurance of accuracy, 
the future population of the Woods Hole district, but it. can be 
safely predicted that the maximum population within the pre- 
posed sewered area, will not in the next forty years be more’ thax, 


double the present population, or say a permanent population of 
1400 people, and a summer maximum of 2800 people.

Excluding May to December inclusive, the average pump- 
age during the remaining months of the year 1926 equalled 90 
gallons per day per capita of permanent population. This is.a 
very high figure and, points to. substantial waste. through. un- 


jetered Services, or. abnormal leakage. 


Without knowing defi- 


nitely the increase in population during the summer months, 
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it is estimated from the records of other places that the per 
capita use of this population does not exceed 60 gallons per day, 
and that the water pumped during the summer months may be 
reasonably approximated at 75 gallons per capita of total 
population. Not all of the water pumped reaches the sewers, but 
the foregoing figure of 90 gallons per capita of permanent popu- 
ation during the winter, and 75 gallons per eapita of total popu- 
Jation during the summer, will be used in estimating the flow of 
sewage, Thus for the present population of the proposed sewered 
district, the resulting total will vary from 63,000 gallons per day 
in winter, to 105,000 gallons per day in the height of the summer 
season, and for the estimated miximum future population from 
126,000 gallons in winter to 210,000 gallons per day during the 
stummer season, 

DESIGN of COLLECTING SYSTEM 
The sewers are designed on the ‘‘separate system’’ method, 
or to carry sewage alone and not surface or roof water. If dis- 
posal by gravity were possible, it might be advisable to use the 
“‘ecombined’’ method of sewerage and to provide an, outlet for 
sewage and street and roof drainage though the same conduits, 
but where pumping is necessary, this is obviously impracticable. 

All sewers are designed to carry, when flowing one-half full, 

a dischage equal to one and one ea? times the water consump- 
tion, as above stated, of the population intercepted by them, plus 
an allowance for leakage of 10,000 gallons per day per mile of 
sewer. 
All sewers are laid straight in line and grade between man- 
holes, located on the average 250 feet apart, and provided with 
non-perforated covers so as to prevent the entrance of dirt. 
House connections are to be made through five-inech Y branches, 
which are figured to be placed at intervals of forty feet on each 
side of the sewer. Estimates are based on the use of special 
jointing compound, so as to reduce leakage, and underdrains to 
provide a dry trench during construction, or in the high ground 
to lower the water table, are ineluded in figuring. cost wherever 
the water table is higher than the elevation of the sewer.

Yor all fixtures above the ‘elevation of maximum high tide in 
Great Harbor. 
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As already stated in discussing topography, the low point 
in the district to be sewered is found in the area north of Kel 
Pond, and some one-half mile from the water front oh Great 
- Harbor. Were it not for the district adjacent to the railroad 
station and east of the Hel Pond outlet channel, the most econom- 
ie point for an ejector station would be near the intersection of 
Kast and North Streets. Because of the head lost in the Hel Pond 
channel inverted siphon, which it is necessary to use in order 
to carry the sewage from the district just named to a single 
point of collection—the most feasible location for an ejector sta- 
tion is along the water front. It is therefore proposed to locate 
an ejector station on the water front adjacent to the Penzance 
garage. From this station the main sewer to the low area north of 
Kel Pond will run through Water and East Streets to’ North 
Street, and thence through private land to Millfield Street, where 
it will divide—one branch turning easterly through Millfield 
Street and serving as an outlet for the Quissett Avenue and 
School Street section, and the other branch running westerly and 
connecting with the Gardner Road sewer. To reduce the neces- 
sary depth of cutting in the main sewer, it is proposed to raise 
the surface of Gardner Road about one foot, for a distance of 
250 feet at the low point near Park Street. 

The sewers in the district adjacent to the railroad station 
are to drain to and through Main Street to a point in private 
land located just east of the Eel Pond outlet channel, and thence 
under the channel in a six-inch east iron inverted siphon, which 
extends through private property for a distance of 150 feet, to a 
connection with the sewer in Water Street. To insure adequate 
flushing of the inverted siphon, it is proposed to install an auto- 
matic flush tank at the upstream end, using sea water admitted 
at a rate sufficient to provide five or six flushes per day, at an 
average velocity of two feet per second. The construction of 
the inverted siphon will involve some difficulties, but it is neces- 
sary—if another ejector station for the district east of the Hel 
Pond outlet channel is to be avoided. 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

Two methods of disposing of the sewage of Woods Hole are 
possible—first, by discharge into Great Harbor at a sufficient 
distance from the shore line, and into a sufficient current to guar- 
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antee dispersal; and second, by treatment works, in which the 
sewage would be sufficiently purified to permit its discharge into 
an adjacent water course, or at the sea shore line. 

HARBOR DISCHARGE 

The possibility of harbor discharge depends on the possible 
effects on shell fish and bathing beaches, and on the availability 
of currents sufficient to guarantee adequate dilution and dis- 
persal of the sewage without detriment to any shore property. 

As regards shellfish, it is our understanding that there are 
no beds of any value nearer Great Harbor than Hadley Harbor 
and. that within the limits which might, by any stretch of the 
imagination, be affected by the quantity of sewage which will 
ever be discharged from Woods Hole, shellfish are not a factor 
in the situation. 

On a preceding page the tidal currents about Woods Hole 
have been described. These currents, of high velocity and enor- 
mous volume, sweep east and west through Great Harbor, and 
in doing so develope secondary currents close to the shore line. 

In an endeavor to determine the strength and direction of 
these secondary currents a series of twenty floats were set out on 
October 24th and 27th, 1927. The controlling data are set forth 
in the table on the opposite page. 

(See Table of Float Observations) 

Of the twenty floats, fifteen were started at points varying 
from 25 to 500 feet offshore from the Water Street sea wall and in 
line with the Marine Biological Laboratory wharf. Of these fif- 
teen floats—twelve were started from points more than 200 feet 
out from the sea wall, one at 200 feet, one at 140 feet and one at 
25 feet. Six of the twelve floats, started at points between 200 
and 500 feet from the sea wall, were set out during the period of 
easterly current through Woods Hole Passage, and six during 
the period of westerly current through this passage. All of these 
floats moved in a south-easterly direction at velocities ranging 
from 13 feet to 121 feet per minute, and all of them drifted out 
into the sound except three—set out during the westerly current 
and a west to north-west wind, which stranded in the shallow 
water off Parkers Point at a distance of 1200 feet from the start- 


ing point, and one of which struck the end of the steamboat 
wharf. 
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The three floats started during the east erly current at points 
200 feet or less from the sea wall all moved westerly in an eddy 
eurrent for several hundred feet and thence drifted easterly and 
southerly out into the harbor and to the Sound. . 

Of the other five floats, Nos. 16, 17, and 18 were set out to 
indicate the secondary currents through the Gut of Canso, and 
between Devils Foot and Grassy Island, which currents, during 
the main eastern flow, sweep north-easterly into and through the 
inner harbor. 

In general the result of the float experiments was to demon- 
strate that during the periods of both the easterly and westerly 
main current, there is a drift out into the Sound in a south-east- 
erly direction, from a point not more than 350 feet off the sea 
wall and in line with the Marine Biological wharf—this move- 
ment during the main easterly current, being due to the second- 
ary current north of Grassy Island, and during the westerly 
current to a reversed flow caused by the deflection of the main 
eurrent by the higher bottom elevations adjacent to Grassy 
Island. 

A profile of the harbor bottom, 85 feet east of the Marine 
Biological Laboratory wharf, shows the following depths at vari- 
ous distances from the sea wall:

Soundings by steel rods indicate the bottom to be of a sandy 


or gravelly character and no rock was encountered. 

From the evidence furnished by the floats, it is believed 
that discharge into Great Harbor at a point 400 feet from the 
sea wall, and somewhat less than 100 feet east of the Marine 
Biological Laboratory wharf, in a depth of approximately sev- 
enty feet of water, will prove entirely satisfactory in point of 
dilution and dispersal, with no effect on the adjacent shores, or 
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possibility of contaminating bathing beaches. 
EJECTOR STATION and OUTFALL 


For lifting the sewage the small height (8 to 10 feet) neces- 
sary for harbor discharge, it is proposed to use a duplex Jen- 
nings Sewage Ejector outfit, consisting of two automatically 
started and stopped, motor driven air compressors, and two sew- 
age pots of 100 gallons capacity each, discharging at a rate of 
200 gallons per minute. This equipment is simple, demands lit- 
tle attention beyond that required for oiling, eliminates the 
necessity for sereening of sewage and, because of the small quan- 
tity and low lift, is especially adapted for the work involved in 
the present problem. For the installation of the pots a conerete 
pit ten feet square is required; the compressors will be placed on 
a floor six feet below ground surface and the superstructure will 
rise only three feet above the ground line (see plan.) 


The estimated cost is as follows

Add 15% for engineering and contingencies, 1,065 
TOTAL, $8,165 


From the ejector station it is proposed to lay an 8-inch cast 
iron pipe provided with flexible joints, 340 feet long, to a point 
approximately 400 feet off from the sea wall, measured jn line 
with the Marine Boilogieal Laboratory dock. The estimated cost 
of this outfall, which has been checked by representatives of one 
of the largest contracting organizations specializing in submar- 
ine work, is $5,865, including 15% for engineering and eontin- 
gencies. 

The estimated total cost of the ejector station and harbor 
outfall is therefor $14,030.00, 

The operating cost, based on an assumed average flow of 
150,000 gallons per day, an average lift of 9.0 feet, an overall 
efficiency for the ejector of 20 per cent, and electric energy 
figured at four cents per kilowatt hour, is as follows:

Electric power, , $310.00

DISPOSAL by TREATMENT WORKS 


Opportunity for the construction of treatment works is, 
limited to the triangular area south of the N. Y., N. H. and Ee 
Railroad, and extending from Little Harbor on the west to the 
point where the railroad and the shore line of the Sound come 
close together. A location north of the railroad is already dis- 
counted by the development of streets and the construction of 
houses east of the State road. 

The topography in the area south of the railroad is broken 
into small hills and intervening depressions without outlets for 
drainage. On some of the knolls sandy gravel is in evidence but 
nowhere is there. a possibility of using such material in place, 
and filters of the required area can only be provided by sub- 
stantial grading of the original ground, and the hauling in of 
sand of the desired quality. 

Already a considerable number of summer homes have been 
developed between the railroad and the shore and at the present 
time it is difficult to select a disposal plant location which is not 
within 600 feet of some dwelling. The most feasible location in 
point of isolation, area available, and opportunity for discharge 
of the effluent, is found in the low land to the north-east of Fresh 
Bonds. 

The treatment works would inelude single story, hopper- 
bottom type settling tanks, sand filters—three feet deep—and a 
drain outlet to the Sound. Assuming 1,000 people per acre of 
filter, at least three acres will be eventually necessary, two acres 
of which will be estimated for the first construction. 

With treatment works, located as above described, the sew- 
age from the district west of Kel Pond outlet channel would be 
carried in an inverted siphon to a pumping station located in 
private land on the east side of this channel, from which point 
an 8-inch cast iron force main would lead to the disposal plant. 
The shortest line, and that involving the least rise, is found along 
the road bed of the railway, but the possibility of obtaining the 
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consent of the company to a main laid within its location is too 
doubtful for present assumption. The alternative is a line 
through Main Street, Church Street, and the private way run- 
ning east from Church Street—a total length of 4900 feet, with 
a high point elevation 150.00, thus involving a pump lift—in- 
cluding friction—of 65 feet. With this elevation, an ejector 
station, such as is proposed for harbor discharge, is not feasible, 
and duplicate, motor driven, vertical centrifugal pumping equip- 
ment will be necessary. 

The estimated cost of sewage treatment—including the pump- 
ing station, force main and disposal plant—is as follows:

The estimate of electric power cost is based on an assumed 
average flow of sewage of 150,000 gallons per day, an overall 
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efficiency of the motors and pumps.of 40 per sais and electric 
energy at four cents per kilowatt hour. 

CONCLUSION as to DISPOSAL by HARBOR DISC CHARGE and 
by TREATMENT WORKS 

As estimated on preceding pages, the first cost of disposal 
by treatment works is approximately $60,000, as compared with 
$14,000 for harbor discharge, with corresponding yearly operat- 
ing costs of $1,900 and $600.00. 

Such comparison of cost, however, is in our opinion, not so 
important a factor in measuring the relative feasibility of the 
two methods of disposal, as is the general effect of.a disposal 
plant on present and future property values in the section of 
the town lying between the railroad and the shore, in which, 
at some point, treatment works would have to be located. 

Already a considerable number of attractive estates have 
been developed in this area, and doubtless in the next ten years 
such development will occur, if the district is not penalized by 
the construction of a disposal plant. In our judgement, such 
depreciation of property is entirely unjustified by local condi- 
tions. Discharge into the zone of the secondary currents of Great 
Harbor, resulting from the reversible flow through Woods Hole 
Passage, is possible at relatively small cost, will cause no injury 
to any interests, and is accordingly recommended. 

ESTIMATES of COST of STREET SEWERS 

In a table appended to this report the estimated cost of in- 
dividual street sewers is shown. , The controlling unit prices 
have been referred to an experienced contractor, and have been 
approved by him as reasonably expressing present conditions. 

The total estimated cost of the lateral and main sewers in 
the district designated by your committee is $43,704.00. This 
system, which covers all streets west of School Steet and Buz- 
zards Bay Avenue to the causeway leading to Penzance Point,— 
as shown in solid lines on the general plan hereto appended— 
has a total length of 2.9 miles. 

The design of the collecting system has been carried beyond 
the limits of the district designated by your committee, so as to 
inelude certain streets north-east of Buzzards Bay Avenue and 
Main Street, east of the postoffice. These extensions, which 
are shown in dotted lines on the general plan, will not be neces- 


243 


sary for some time in the future, although there are a consider- 
able number of houses on High, Orchard and Middle Streets. The 
total length of streets profiled is 4.0 miles; the total length of 
sewers shown by dotted lines is 4.5 miles, the additional 0.6 miles 
being in streets partially graded. 

By omitting in the first construction all streets north of the . 
junctions of School and Millfield Streets, and of Gardner and 
Gosnold Roads—the cost of the street sewers, or collecting sys- 
tem, can be reduced $34,954.00. The remainder of the system 
will still meet the requirements of the more closely built up see- 
tion of the village, and will intercept the sewage which now pol- 
lutes Eel Pond and the water front. 


SUMMARY of ESTIMATED COST 


The estimated cost of the street sewers within the district 
designated by your committee, and of the ejector station and har- 
bor outfall may be summarized as follows:

Ejector Station, 7,100 

Harbor Outfall, 5,100 
Total, $55,904 
Add 15% for engineering and contingencies, 8,386 
$64,290 


As indicated in a previous paragraph, this total may be de- 
creased to $54,227.00 if, in the first construction of sewers, the 
sewers north of the junctions of School and Millfield streets, and 
of Gardner and Gosnold Roads, are omitted.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TOWN SURVEY 


To the Selectmen of Falmouth: 

The committee appointed at the last annual town meeting 
to start the work on a town survey, submit the following report. 
The Committee appointed was Messrs. C. L. Hubbard, W. B. 
Dillingham, and Wilfrid Wheeler. The Committee organized 
with Wilfrid Wheeler, Chairman and C. L. Hubbard, Secretary. 

Soon after organization your committee made an appoint- 
ment with Mr.. Clarence B. Humphrey, Engineer of the Land 
Court, and went to Boston to consult with him as to the best 
methods of procedure in:this work. We found Mr. Humphrey 
most helpful with suggestions and as he has had.close relations 
with several towns that are making’ similar surveys your coni- 
mittee requested Mr. Humphrey to act as Consulting Engineer. 
We consider ourselves very fortunate in having so able an ad- 
visor and it is owing to Mr. Humphrey’s helpful suggestions 
that we have been able to make very material progress. 

Applications were received from many engineers to take 
over the field and plotting work, and after considering these 
carefully your committee chose Mr. Everett N. Montague of West 
Acton, Mass., who came to us highly recommended. We feel 
that we have made no mistake in this choice, and Mr, Montague 
has proven his ability in this sort of work. 

We are submitting Mr. Humphrey’s sugges stions as a part of 
this report. . We have followed these suggestions very close- 
ly and our engineer has kept in close touch with Mr. Humphrey 

The sheets of the town under preparation by our engineer 
will be on exhibition at the Assessors’ Office early in February 
and may be seen by anyone interested in the progress of the 
work; while no sheet is as yet complete, enough work has been 


done to show the importance of the work and its value to the 


town. 
Your committee recommends that an appropriation of $5000 
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be appropriated for 1928 and that a committee be appointed to 
wii 2 in oe with the work.

Gentlemen: 
It having: been explained to me that the town of Falmouth 


had appointed you a committee to obtain a survey of the town; 
and you having consulted with me in regard to town surveys in 
venerat,—the method of:procedure, accuracy required and the 
preparation of town maps, and further asking that T submit the 
same to-you in writing, I beg to report as follows: 


In the making of a survey of a town the. questions naturally 
arising are: First, the purpose of the survey; Second, the amount 
of money. to be expended, namely whether one appropriation or 
asmall appropriation each year; and Third, the time allowed, 
or period on-awwhieh results are wanted. 


The-purpose of the survey you haye in mind is primarily 
for the construction of. maps to. be used for assessing purposes. 
You could spend the: first appropriation by concentrating your 
effort on one section of the town, and by -block surveys obtain 
visable plans... Another-year you could, continue this process and 
eventually have assessors’ maps, You would not, however, have 
a-survey of any potential value, considering the amount of money 
expended. “¥ ~ 5 

. My first advice to you or any other town. would be to make 


haste slowly and proceed with the intention of, having a survey 
rhade based upon rectangular: co-ordinates. Such a system 
would require the measurement of a base line and: the establish- 
vient ofa series of triangulation stations... These stations are 
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supplemented by precise traverses run between them, compen- 
sated for error, and trigonometrical co-ordinate values assigned 
to each station and traverse point. Such a survey would form 
a complete and accurate frame-work upon which to base a sur- 
vey for any purpose. It would prevent embarrassing accumu- 
lations of error, gaps and overlaps and furnish one origin frone 
which any section of the town could be reproduced. Surveys 
of portions of the town could be made and plotted with the cer- 
tainty that other portions subsequently surveyed would fit into 
their proper places. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts is fortunate in having 
an accurate geodetic survey of the state and triangulation points 
well distributed. This survey was begun in 1829, and since 
that time has been supplemented by work done by the U. 8. 
Soast and Geodetic Survey and by the Commonwealth itself. 
It is still being carried on and new triangulation points estahb- 
lished as occasion requires. 

With the aid of this survey, the work of the State Commis- 
sion on Town Boundaries and plans on file in public offices the 
outside boundary of any town in the Commonwealth could be 
plotted on any scale desired. 

In the town of Falmouth there is an unusual number of tri- 
angulation points, and furthermore there is a large number of 
estates and lots of land, the titles of which have been registered 
and the boundary lines determined by the Massachusetts Land 
Court. These are accurate surveys and a large percentage of 
them has been connected with the geodetic survey. All of the 
data is public property and available for your use. 

The purpose of assessors’ maps is to enable the assessors 
to properly locate all properties within the town, and to see that 
no parcel escapes taxation. It is not necessary that exact’en- 
gineering data appear on these plans but it is necessary that all 
street and lot lines be accurately plotted to scale and the areas 
given. I should therefore, in the first instance, carry the cai- 
culations far enough to insure an accurate plotting. 

In the laying out of streets or surveys of public property i 
is. necessary that. accurate bearings and distances be obtained, 
and whether it be a re-survey of existing streets or a layout of 
new streets they should be connected with the co-ordinate suv- 
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vey and calculations based thereon. With this done there would 
never be any question as to the relocation of any street or prop- 
ety line. 

If you should decide upon the system above outlined, I 
would advise that you proceed as follows: 

1. Adopt as size of sheet for your plans or atlas what is 
known in trade catalogues as ‘‘double elephant’’, viz: 27-inch 
by 40-inch. For an index scale adopt 2,000 feet to an inch. The 
town can be plotted on this size sheet using this scale. For sec- 
tional plans adopt 200 feet to an inch and if necessary these 
sections may then be further subdivided into sheets 100 feet or 
50 feet to an inch, depending upon the amount of detail wanted. 

2. Compile from Town Boundary Atlases all data relative 
to town of Falmouth and plot on index plan previously prepared. 
showing lines of latitude and longitude. 

3. Have enlargements made from U. 5. Topographicat 
Sheets and other plans available, to use for shore line and in- 
terior features. This will enable you to visualize the town and 
locate sections. 

4. Adopt as an origin for a system of reetangular co-ordi- 
nates triangulation station ‘‘Swifts Hill’’ and mark off on index 
plan the limits of section lines, which, on scale of 200 feet to an 
inch, would be 5000 feet north and south and 7500 feet east and 
west. Begin at northeast corner of sheet with number one anid 
number consecutively, moving west, then east, ete. 

5. Order sixty sheets mounted paper and mark off as above ; 
also into squares 2500 on each side, making six squares to each 
sheet. Place words ‘‘Town of Falmouth, Seale 200 feet to an 
inch’’ on bottom margin center and number of sheet at lowec 
right hand corner. Place co-ordinate values for all section 
lines on these sheets. Do this.on.all sheets as a foundation,far 
plotting. 

6. Compile from all sources a list of triangulation points 
situated in or near the town, with their geodetic co-ordinate 


values and plot on the index sheets. Transform these values © 


to rectangular co-ordinates referred to triagulation station 
‘Swifts Hill’? and plot on sectional sheets. 

7. Compile in the Land Court a list of all petitions for reg- 
istration, either finished or pending and obtain copies of the 
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survey plans. With what caleulations necessary plot these par- 
cels upon the sectional plans. 

Do all this work before attempting any field’ work. When 
the work has proceeded thus far I would suggest that you com- 
pile from the registry of deeds in your county such plans as on 
examination you find can be relied upon and then plan your 
field work to connect the various parcels and plot upon the see- 
tional plans. The field survey work should be done with all 
accuracy, triangulation stations, permanent marks and all notes 
and calculations clearly made so that they could be later picked 
up and used when necessary. ; 

The time this work is to be finished is not an important 
factor with you and as you intend to appropriate a small amount 
of money each year you could with the work thus started keep 
the details of the survey well in hand and decide what sections 
should be completed in their entirety and turned over to the as- 
sessors. I would. advise that this work be done on a per diem 
basis and all data compiled, survey, calculation and note book 
to become the property of the town. 

You haye asked my opinion as to the qualifications of Mr. 
Everett N.:Montague to do this work. Mr. Montague is a 
eraduate of Northeastern College receiving his degree in 1916, 
Since graduation, and aside from time in the service during the 
World War,:he has been engaged almost entirely on land survey 
work. For a period of about five years he was a part of the 
engineering force in the Land Court, Boston, and is therefore 
well acquainted with Court practice and procedure. I should 
consider him well. qualified to -assist you in this work.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith submit a report on my progress on the Town 
of Falmouth Survey. 

In accordance with the recommendations made by your con- 
sulting engineer, Mr. Clarence B. Humphrey of Boston, T spent 
one and one-half months in the Land Court engineering office 
at Boston, plotting on the maps, all registered lands possible, 
and gathering together all information necessary for survey work 
at Falmouth. 

While at Boston I also obtained maps of many large ponds 
and harbors from the Department of Public Works, State House. 
Also blue prints of railroad maps and all state highways for use 
in survey. ’ 

We were in the field at Falmouth for three and a half months 
making surveys and copies of all plans of land in Falmouth, that 
could be used, at the Registry of Deeds in Barnstable. 

On the survey work I concentrated on the territory from 
North Falmouth to West Falmouth which lies between the state 
highway and Buzzards Bay. I also made sufficient surveys to 
connect up several large real estate developments and Falmouth 
Heights to the east of Falmouth center. 

Any gap on the plans in the territory surveyed shows a lack 
of information to plot the land lines or as in some eases I found 
that a survey was to be made of the land by a private surveyor. 
A plan of which I hope to obtain without a duplication of work. 

I was greatly assisted by State triangulation points in the 
town, some of which were old ones while some were fixed and 
located this summer by the Department of Public Works, State 
House. 

Mr. Newell Snow of Frederick Smith’s Office, Engineers, 
Buzzards Bay, assisted me considerable by allowing me the use 
of his plans. 
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I worked in conjunction with the state highway surveyors, 
who are doing considerable work in Falmouth. 
This in brief is what I have endeavored to do this year. 
Plans turned over to you will show graphically our progress.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD—1927 


The Planning Board herewith submits to the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1927: 

The Board has held regular meetings on the first Wednesday 
of each month and special meetings whenever it deemed them 
necessary. It has considered all questions within its field which 
seemed of the most pressing importance to the welfare of Fal- 
mouth, submitting to the town as required all its findings and 
recommendations relating to roads, buildings, publie lands, ete. 

The board has been represented at all state and county con- 
ferences without expense to the town. 


1. ZONING. 


It seems to the board that the zoning influence has been 
beneficial and the operation of the zoning law successful in gen- 
eral. This opinion is the result of much favorable comment and 
little unfavorable criticism which has come to the board during 
the past year. 


2. REVISED BUILDING LINE PLAN. 


The Planning Board has submitted to the Board of Survey 
a revised building line plan which has received their approval. 


3. WIDENING OF MAIN STREET. 


A suggested plan for the widehing of Main Street in the 
village of Falmouth involving a minimum width of thirty-six 
feet between curbs on the travelled way, has been submitted to 
the Board of Selectmen and seems to meet with their approval. 


4. PROJECTED STREETS. 


It appears to the Planning Board that more new streets are 
projected than are warranted by the growth in population and 
the expansion of building operations and that an inordinate ex- 
pense is accruing to the town for roads and their maintenance. 

The policy of the Board has been to recommend that the 
town accept no roads within subdivisions until the grades of 
such roads are satisfactory to the Board of Survey; that the 
roads be worked and made passable by the use of satisfactory 
surface-hardening material: that dead-end streets be avoided 
by refusal of acceptance or by connecting them in such a man- 
ner with the general street system that free circulation of traffic 
is afforded. 

As the main traffic arteries entering the town are changed 
and broadened by the state, the Planning Board will offer its 
suggestions for street improvements within the village. 

The Board believes that the present roads of the town should 
be studied with a view to co-ordinating them as a system. 


5. BATHING AND BEACH RIGHTS. 


It is the opinion of the Planning Board that all bathing and 
beach rights belonging to the town should be reserved and that 
the town should endeavor to add to its holdings of beach prop- 
erty whenever the opportunity presents itself. 


6. PARK LANDS. 


Park properties of the town are in a satisfactory condition 
with the exception of Good Will Park, where the Board recom- 
‘mends that a small additional appropriation be made as a matter 
of fire protection. 


7. FLYING FIELD. 


The Planning Board recommends that a committee be ap- 
pointed at the next town meeting to investigate the possibility 
and advisability of establishing a flying field in Falmouth. 

In conclusion the Planning Board recommends full co-oper- 
ation among all boards of the town in accordance with the town 
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by-laws for the purpose of co-ordinating the work of the town 
and increasing the usefulness and efficiency of the Planning 
Board.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ROADS 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Committee appointed by the town at the last annual 
meeting to report on a road building programme for the town 
submit the following: 

The Committee is composed of the following members: 
Messrs. Hubbard, Williams, Dillingham, Hamblin and Wheeler. 
Organized with Wilfrid Wheeler, Chairman, and Frank Ham- 
blin, Secretary. 

To the town of Falmouth roads are of primary importance, 
for having no manufacturing or large business to depend upon, 
and with its natural beauty its greatest asset, easy access to all 
parts of the town over good roads will do more for the future 
upbuilding of the town than any other activity controlled entire- 
ly by the town. : 

Our road problem is quite different from most towns, many 
of which have only their permanent residents to consider, where- 
as Falmouth with a population of about 5,000 and a summer 
population of about 15,000 must first consider the needs of these 
people who pay a large part of our taxes and make it possible 
for us to have many things that we would otherwise have to go 
without. There are in reality only a few things we can give 
our summer visitors in return for the taxes they pay us. They 
get little use from the money they leave with us beyond the use 
of our roads and fire protection; it would therefore seem as if 
the consideration of this subject should follow very closely the 
advantages which our summer people would derive. 

Your committee has gone over the town quite thoroughly 
and is deeply impressed with the size of the problem. In’ a 
total mileage of 164 miles only a little over 15 miles is in State 
roads and of hard roads made by the town there are about 50 
miles, this leaves the largest part of our roads in gravel, very 
nice to drive on in the summer and fall but presenting very seri- 
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ous difficulties in the winter and spring and costing the town 
for upkeep a very large part of the maintenance appropriation. 
Unfortunately we have no figures which would give us the exact 
cost of the upkeep of gravel roads per mile in Falmouth. But 
figures from other towns that have been noted prove that most 
towns ean afford to borrow money at 6 percent and build hard 
roads rather than pay the upkeep on gravel roads. 

In a three year programme of road construction your com- 
mittee believes that the town should adopt the principal of a 
major and minor project of road construction for each year. 
As a major project the town should select some important road 
and build a portion of it in each of the three years. The minor 
project should take the form of filling in small pieces of road in 
growing sections of the town where conditions eall for it so that 
in each year developed property may be connected to a hardened 
road. 

If the town should adopt this principal your committee 
would suggest and recommend that on all major projects roads 
not less than 18 feet be built with a 4-inch stone base and atl 
least 2 inches of a Bituminous Conerete for surface. 

In all minor projects roads not exceeding 16 feet in width 
and with not over 4 inches of surface. There does not seem 
to be any good reason why the town should build wide and heavy 
roads in developments where there is no thru travel. 
CLASSIFICATION OF ROADS. 

Roads naturally fall into three classifications. 

First. Thru roads connecting us with the outside town and 

cities such as the Buzzards Bay Route, Hyannis Route, ete. 

Second. Roads used largely for their scenic value and con- 

necting summer residences. Such as Menauhant Road to 

Falmouth Heights Road. 

Third. Roads within developing areas such as Falmouth 

Heights, Maravista, ete. 

Of thru routes the town has a number of well developed 
roads. On the west side to the Bourne line, on the East side 
from Falmouth to the Mashpee line. These roads are largely 
state roads and need little consideration by the town. Fal- 
mouth needs another route to the North and should soon seriously 
consider the hardening of the Falmouth Sandwich road, as this 
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road offers an easy way to Boston thru Sandwich and Plymouth 
and furthermore within the town this road: is being built up. 

There should also be a cross road from North Falmouth 
to Waquoit connecting the construction now completed at both 
ends. This would make a short eut down the Cape from the 
West, whereas most of this traffic has to go south thru Falmouth 
or north thru Sandwich. With the present hardened roads and 
the above mentioned roads hardened Falmouth has adequate 
aecess to the outside. 

Of the second group, roads used mostly for their scenic 
value and connecting summer houses. Your committee strong- 
ly feels that the town should at once begin hardening some of 
these roads. We find that on the East side of the Town the 
shore roads are well hardened so that one may drive from Men- 
auhant corner around to Woods Hole without going on a gravel 
road. On the Buzzards Bay side of the town the town built 
one half mile of road from Quissett North on the Sippewissett 
road in 1927 and a part of this same road has been hardened on 
the other end. It would require to complete this work about 
3 miles of new road. The gravel road in this seetion is in very 
good condition and with a little patching should last for a num- 
ber of years. Beginning at the West Falmouth station on the 
Silver Beach-Megansett road conditions are very bad. This 
road is now used by thousands of cars and has become so cut, 
up that it is positively dangerous for travel. Your committee 
believes and recommends that the town adopt this road as its 
major project in 1928 and construct at least one mile of this 
road this year beginning at the West Falmouth station and go- 
ing north about as far as the water pipe is laid. It is further re- 
commended that a part of this road be laid out over a new way in 
order to avoid a very bad corner and narrow piece of road. 


Estimated cost of this work, $12,500.00 
For grading new layout, $1,500.00 


As minor projects we recommend that $2,000.00 be expended 
in Falmouth Heights on the following streets: Hawthorne Court 
North of Grand Avenue, and Amherst Avenue. 

Falmouth Center: 

Oakwood Avenue, $1,200.00 
Nye Road, $800.00 
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North Falmouth: 
Megansett toward West Falmouth, $8,000.00 

This programme if adopted by the town would involve the 
expenditure of $26,000.00 in new construction which together 
with a budget of $62,000.00 makes a total appropriation of $88,- 
000.00. This appropriation would seem reasonable to your com- 
mittee in as much as it is only a few hundred dollars over the 
average of the last six years.

BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two-years, and five for 
the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected annually. 
They shall serve without compensation. The moderator shall 
at each meeting appoint a committee of three to retire and nomi- 
nate the requisite number of voters, who shall if elected by the 
meeting, become members of the finance committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings. if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

Sec: 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying, or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without. a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person. who sells only. 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
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or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one yeer after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. The fee 
fixed for such license must not exceed that which a license would 
be required to pay under Section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., 
as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts of 1916. 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Law(, or in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and residence in like man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall ery his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as deseribed in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
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by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws shall be punished Py a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

BY-LAWS RELATING TO TRAFFIC. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled purt of this town shall travcl taster than 15 miles per 
hour. 


Section 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lie street thall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer or traffic officer. 

Section 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 

Voted, that the Town approve of and hereby request the 
Selectmen to make the preceding rules and orders for the regu- 
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lations of carriages and vehicles in accordance with Section 22 
of the General Laws. 
Approved February 1922. 


STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


ARTICLE 1 

Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journd meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. 

Sect. 2 Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap, 11, Sects. 332 
and 333. 

Sect. 4 Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
‘any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. : 

Sect. 5 Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meeting or relating to the town business, and they shall 
‘be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
iain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hay- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
wf. the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
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for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditure of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE 11.—Selectmen. 

Sect. 1. Voted that— The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of the town shall designate some per- 
son as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chapter 35, 
Sec. 11.) 

Sec. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or County, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit. 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coat 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
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(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total eantract} 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a generai 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of the department, board or committee, and if such re- 
commendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may take such 
action as seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing ta 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select.- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of 
the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width cost of construction and amount of 
Jand damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora. 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE IlI.—Water Commissioners. 
Séet. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shail 
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give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
tormance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due 
and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sects. 12 and 15.) 

Sect. 8. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extension to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 

Sect. 4. All future extensions of the water mains, except 
such as in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary 
to improve the system shall be under a guarantee of nine. percent 
annual income unless the town shall decide otherwise by a two- 
thirds vote at an annual meeting.

ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 

Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
ceipted accounts, claims, bills, payrolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
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duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sect. 72. 
ARTICLE V.—Anuditors. 

Seet. 1 Voted that—Anditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
vear, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, See. 79.) 

RTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 

Sect. 1 Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
‘committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
‘the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 

Sect, 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
‘or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contraet or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
eontraets. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
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due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
ease the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
eountersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIII 

Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 

for a period longer than one year shall be in serial form, 
ARTICLE IX. 

Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all paymeénts made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 

ARTICLE X.—Planning Board. 

Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in each 
year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled un- 
til the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of Se- 
lectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacaney shall be filled 
by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated 
in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to consider and 
advise upon municipal improvements either at the request of 
other officials of the town or upon its own initiative. The board 
shall meet at regular intervals. It may also hold public meetings. 
It shall at all times have access to all public documents or ia- 
formation in the possession of any town official or department. 
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It shall examine the plans for the exterior of any public build- 
ing, monument or similar feature, and for the development and 
treatment of the grounds about the same before the adoption 
thereof, and may make such recommendations thereon as it may 
deem needful. It may make investigations and studies relative 
to new street and park developments. It may provide for public 
lectures and other educational work in connection with its recom- 
mendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the 
earrying on of its work within the amount of its annual appro- 
priations. 


Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinuing 
or changing the limits of any way, street, public park or square, 
and évery purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion of at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of Selectmen. 


Sect. 5. Such board shall make a report to the town annual- 
ly, giving information regarding the conditions of the town and 
any plans or proposals for the development of the town and esti- 
mates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be sent to the Se- 
lectmen not later than such time in January in each year as 
Selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed by law in force 
relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be filed with the 
Massachusetts department of public welfare.

GENERAL. 


Sect .1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees ghall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 8. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
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of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be the lowest respoyisible bidder; preference ‘always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 

See. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 


SECTION V.. GENERAL RULES. 


Voted that the heads of all departments, making a report 
in the Annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebtedness 
against their departments, not included in their annual report. 
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
